How many times has your hus­ 
band or your wife, one of your chil­ 
dren, or someone else dear to you 
been late in arriving home by car? 
And how many times have you wor­ 
ried yourself sick that the worst may 
have happened? 
Each year in the United States, 
the worst does happen to more than 
50,000 people. Another 800,000 people 
suffer cruel injuries, and hundreds 
of millions of dollars in property is 
damaged. This is the vast extent of 
the destruction of life, health, and 
property on our highways and roads. 
Experts tell us one additional, 
awful fact: More than half of those 
who die and 40 per cent of those who 
are injured are victims of accidents 
which involve drunken drivers. 
It is painfully obvious that some­ 
thing must be done to improve upon 
this shameful record. 
One important step forward 
would be the passage of an implied 
consent law for Illinois. Such a law 
provides that a person who accepts a 
license for the privilege of driving a 
motor vehicle in Illinois also accepts 
responsibility for his actions behind 
the wheel. In effect, he consents in 
advance to take a breath test in the 
event that he is arrested on suspi­ 
cion of drunken driving. If the driver 
refuses to take the test, his license is 
suspended for three months. 
Some who criticize this proposal 
contend that an implied consent law 
will violate the constitutional rights 
of drivers. Forty-eight other states 
have enacted implied consent laws. 


It does not appear that the citizens of 
those states have sufferd any sort of 
suspension of civil liberties, and the 
courts have backed up this position. 
Furthermore, what is more impor­ 
tant is the saving of thousands of 
lives in Illinois through this impor­ 
tant and legal procedure. 
An implied consent law can help 
to protect us all from the menace of 
drunk drivers. Most importantly, we 
can save from senseless and brutal 
loss the many young and vital lives 
taken each year, each month, each 
week. 
We are building better roads and 
highways and repairing existing 
ones better and more quickly. We 
are going to require more sturdily 
constructed automobiles. We are 
providing improved emergency 
medical services. Signals are being 
installed at railroad crossings 
throughout Illinois. There is better 
driver education for the young. Ex­ 
tensive reforms for auto insurance 
are being undertaken. 
Yet as important and as ambi­ 
tious as these programs are, they 
will never have their full impact 
without an implied consent law. As 
long as we refuse to confront the one 
problem which is a factor in half of 
the traffic deaths and injuries, we 
are not acting responsibly. 
The fact is that we can do some­ 
thing which will make a difference, 
something which can make those 
minutes—or hours—of waiting for 
people you love to arrive home just a 
little bit easier to bear.

Some 80 per cent of white 
California citizens believe that 
population growth is a paramount 
factor in environmental problems. 
Nonwhites are only slightly less con­ 
cerned; 77 per cent of them put 
environmental problems in first and 
second place. 


The survey suggests that popula­ 
tion control policy may be less a 
taboo issue than politicians have 
traditionally feared, says Dr. Davis. 
And that has far-reaching impli­ 
cations not only for California but 
for all of the United States.

Last year, about 70 different laws 
banning 
no-deposit, 
no-return 
bottles, a prime culprit in en­ 
vironmental pollution, were debat­ 
ed among various local, state and 
federal bodies. At least one com­ 
munity had banned nonreturnables 
and many others are thinking about 
it. 
New York City is considering 
imposing a two-cent deposit not only 
on glass but on metal and plastic 
containers. A Cleveland, Ohio, 
councilman has introduced an ordi­ 
nance that would prohibit the sale of 
beverages in nonreturnable con­ 
tainers. Violators would face fines 
up to $1,000 and five days in jail. 
The trend is beginning to alarm 
two 
big 
companies—Monsanto 
Company of St. Louis and Vistron 
chemical and plastics subsibiary of 
Standard Oil of Ohio. The reason is 
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simple: They have invested millions 
in developing processes and building 
plants for the prodcution of a new 
plastic bottle for the beverage indus­ 
try. 
Soft drink companies have al­ 
ready started testing the new bottles 
and market research shows favor­ 
able customer acceptance. 
The companies insist that their 
plastic will help alleviate the solid 
waste disposal problem. The bottles 
are one-eighth as heavy as glass, 
have long shelf life, bounce when 
dropped and burn to a fine ash. 
When inccinerated, they give off the 
same pollutants as paper, say the 
makers. 
In the battle against pollution, 
the enforcement of hastily devised 
laws may be as bad as the nonen­ 
forcement of sound laws. This 
could be such a case.

Recently I returned from a one- 
week visit— March 30-April 6— to 
Leningrad and Moscow to investi­ 
gate for myself the plight of impris­ 
oned Soviet Jews. Before detailing 
what I saw and heard, let me give 
you some background about the situ­ 
ation in the Soviet Union today. 
Last year, between June and De­ 
cember, 25 Soviet Jews were arrest­ 
ed in several cities in the Soviet Un­ 
ion. They have been held in prison on 
undisclosed charges— some for al­ 
most 10 months, even though Soviet 
law requires that anyone be tried 
within nine months or be set free. 
The Soviet authorities announced 
that these Jews would be tried early 
in April in secret proceedings in sep­ 
arate cities within the Soviet Union. 
I was urged by constituents, in ef­ 
fect at the 11th hour, to travel to the 
Soviet Union before any trials were 
held to inquire about the plight of 
these prisoners and their families. 
In Leningrad, I talked with two of 
the families of the prisoners in one of 
their homes. We assumed that I was 
followed to their apartment by the 
secret police and that the telephone 


in their apartment, and perhaps the 
street phone which I used in making 
the appointment, was tapped. Still 
the families were happy to receive 
me although it was clear they were 
terribly afraid— afraid primarily 
for their loved ones in jail but also 
for themselves. We talked in whis­ 
pers fearing the apartment was 
bugged. 


They believed the nine Jews be­ 
ing held for trial in Leningrad are 
now illegally imprisoned because 
they have been held for more than 
nine months. During that period the 
wives have not been permitted to see 
the prisoners and only one letter has 
been received by each of the two 
families. No mail is permitted to be 
sent by the wives to the imprisoned 
men. The wives believe their hus­ 
bands were arrested because they 
hand-copied and photographed He­ 
brew translations of textbooks as 
well as having stated their wish to 
emigrate to Israel.

WASHINGTON (N E A )- Ten 
years from now, the federal budget 
very likely will touch an incredible 
new milestone: $400 billion. In gov­ 
ernment, the zero is going to be the 
most overworked figure on the type­ 
writer keyboard. 
On the way to that fiscal strato­ 
sphere, we probably will pass the 
$300-billion budget level in the year 
starting July 1, 1975. A new Brook­ 
ings Institution budget study sees 
outlays for that year hitting a point 
just $5 billion below that level. 
The public finance experts in and 
out of government really haven’t got 
around to detailed budget projec­ 
tions for 1981 and beyond. But their 
calculations for the next five years 
give us the astonishing clues. 
For fiscal 1972, coming up in 
July, the U.S. budget is supposed to 
weigh in around the $230-billion 
mark. Spending trends in Congress 
may make that total look conserva­ 
tive by late this year. 
If we are going to gallop past $300 
billion in the succeeding four years, 
then a rise of another $100 billion in 
the tollowing five seems a cautious 
forecast. 
What’s the point of borrowing 
1981’s money troubles when we’ve 
got enough in 1971? 
For one thing, it’s a way of driv­ 
ing home the fact that arguments 
over “ big government”—as meas­ 
ured in money terms—are largely 
dead. The old days are gone when a 
conservative might be defined as a 
man who wanted to spend $10 billion 
a year less than his liberal counter­ 
part. 
It was President Nixon, Republi­ 
can, who presided over the first $200- 
billion budget. Should he win again 
in 1972, he will be the one to push us 
past $300 billion, and in his final year 
in the White House he would set the 
stage for the next breakthrough. 
So, no realist in either party is 
trying to say nowadays that there is 
any way to get away from the 
sweeping money hurricane. 


About all the President or anybo­ 
dy else can do to keep from getting 
dizzy over the developing figures is 
to put what’s going on in some per­ 
spective. 
The comfortable, and fortunately 
quite accurate, thing to say is that 
these enormous present and future 
federal budgets are not out of pro­ 
portion when set against the coun­ 
try’s economic backdrop. We now 
have a Gross National Product of 
around a trillion dollars. Brookings 
thinks it will be close to $1.6 trillion 
in fiscal 1976. By 1981 it probably will 
be upwards of $2 trillion. 
This projected economic growth 
is expected to produce rather lush 
federal tax revenues which will 
make the soaring budgets bearable. 
For instance, Brookings’ new study 
predicts tax receipts of $312 billion in 
fiscal 1976. That would yield a good 
surplus even with $300 billion in out­ 
lays. 
With these long strings of zeroes 
floating around like soap bubbles, it 
is very difficult for some of the na­ 
tion’s more ambitious social pro­ 
grammers to realize established 
programs will go on getting the 
lion’s share of bigger and bigger 
budgets. 
Social Security, Medicare (soon 
to be superseded by general health 
insurance), education, welfare, 
these are the entrenched claim­ 
ants—huge and growing. They all 
have built-in escalators based on ris­ 
ing population. 
To talk of turning up really big 
money for large new programs is to 
talk of either substantial tax in 
creases or very heavy cuts in de­ 
fense outlays—or both. In the Na­ 
tional Urban Coalition’s energetic 
blueprint called “ Counterbudget,” 
both would be needed to support a 
proposed 1976 budget of $353 billion. 
But 
this presumes defense 
slashes down to $50 billion a year 
outlay. Sober-sided Brookings sees 
defense rising from $76 billion to $88 
billion by 1976.

Soviet Union wants to be sure that 
Jews going to Israel realize the dan­ 
ger in that area of the world and sec­ 
ond, that the Soviet Union does not 
want to provide Israel with a mili­ 
tary advantage. 
I spoke at some length with Jews 
at the Moscow Synagogue where the 
Saturday service was well attended. 
They, and the Americans in Moscow 
I met with, indicated that, at the 
very least, 300,000, or 10 per cent of 
the Soviet Jewish population, would 
emigrate, if allowed. 


I have introduced in the Congress 
a hill. H R. 5606; that would author­ 
ize the issuance of 30,000 special non­ 
quota refugee visas for Soviet Jews 
to come into this country should they 
be allowed to leave Russia.

NEW YORK — (NEA) — Revolu­ 
tionary “ dissent” is easy and safe to 
practice in a democratic society. 
It is different in the Marxist- 
Leninist dictatorships. Treason is 
the name of the game there. 
In the United States, young ex­ 
tremists who refrain from acts of 
violence foam the streets of 
Washington, shout obscenities, 
browbeat timid congressmen and in­ 
timidate government workers. 
They are cheered on by ambi­ 
tious senators who hope to get the 
Democratic presidential nomination 
in 1972. 
But no one is allowed to practice 
dessent for long in the totalitarian 
countries 
ruled 
by 
Marxist- 
Leninists. 
Thousands of students, young 
workers and intellectuals now 
languish in Soviet Russia’s lunatic 
asylums, jails and concentration 
camps because they dared voice 
their 
disagreement 
with 
the 
Kremlin’s rulers. 
Nevertheless, a majority of the 
young 
extremists 
preach 
the 
Marxist-Leninist 
doctrines—al­ 
though many of them come from 
wealthy families and are what the 
French call “ fils a papa” (rich 
man’s son). 
They are quick to protest against 
real or imaginary restrictions on 
freedom in democratic society, but 
are strangely tolerant of the 
regimented life in the Communist 
countries. Bored with affluence, 
their sworn objective is the destruc­ 
tion of capitalist society. 
A large section of the radical left 
wing youth therefore regard Soviet 
Russia, which ostensibly esatblished 
“ communism” in accordance with 
Marxist-Leninist precepts, as their 
natural political ally. 
Is this regard mutual and does 
Moscow appreciate these sen­ 
timents? 
There was a time when the 
Kremlin leaders regarded the New 
Left in the United States and else­ 
where in the West as a “ revolu­ 
tionary potential” capable of em- 


barrassing the capitalist demo­ 
cracies. 
Now their attitude is ambivalent. 
They seem to have realized belated­ 
ly that any “ revolutionary youth 
movement that Moscow is not in a 
position to control fully can also be a 
threat to the internal stability of the 
Communist counties.” 
In ôther words, although the 
Soviet leaders view the disruptive 
activities of the left-wing extremists 
in Western societies with satisfac­ 
tion, they are also apprehensive lest 
the “ anarchist” contagion spread to 
their own sphere of influence. 
Thus, the ultra-leftists are now 
berated for having abandoned the 
Marxist-Leninist concept of the 
class struggle. 
“ There is nothing new about thé 
ideas of the New Left,” writes T. 
Yemelyanov 
in 
Literaturnaya 
Gazetta. They were advanced by 
Bakunin, Nechayev and other 
Russian anarchists in the last cen­ 
tury. 
Bakunin was the father of the slo­ 
gan that “ the passion to destroy is a 
creative passion.” And it was the 
murderously intolerant Nechayev 
who preached 
in his famous 
catechism: 
“ The revolutionary despises 
public opinion and all pretensions to 
morality. Everything that glorifies 
revolution is moral to him. Every­ 
thing that interferes with it is im­ 
moral and unjust.” Sound familiar? 
Lenin 
borrowed 
many 
of 
Bakunin’s and Nechayev’s terrorist 
methods when he was creating his 
Communist dictatorship. 
However, once in power he soon 
realized that anarchism was a 
greater threat to his regimented 
totalitarian society than to the West­ 
ern democracies. 
The Soviet attitude towards 
Western radical left-wing youth re­ 
sembles the position of a man who 
watches with malicious satisfaction 
as the house of an enemy burns. He 
is even prepared to add fuel to the 
flames. But he is at the same time 
apprehensive lest the fire spread to 
his own property.

laughed and Suzuki was sent 
out again 
“ Do you realize,” said the old 
man in civilian clothes, “ you 
are a prisoner of war, that one 
shot through the head could 
finish you, just like that?” 
“ I'm in your hands,” I said, 
grinning 
“ That’s up to you 
now, There’s nothing I can do 
about 
it. 
Besides 
I 
don’t 
consider myself a prisoner of 
war, I ’m not a soldier.” 
“ Then, consider yourself an 
invited guest,” he said. 
The man assigned to relay 
our questions was a46 -year-old 
southerner 
I 
had nicknamed 
Dad. 
Thin 
to 
the 
point 
of 
emaciation, w iry and wearing 
the scars of old wounds on both 
legs, he said he came from the 
South Vietnamese town of Ben 
Tre 
in 
the 
Mekong 
Delta, 
Unlike the northerns we met, 
he carried a tiny Buddha on his 
cigarette lighter chain. He had, 
he 
told 
us, 
been 
in 
the 
resistance for 26 years. 
French Were Tough 
Which was tougher, we asked 
him, 
the 
war 
against 
the 
French or the war against the 
Americans? “ The war against 
the 
French 
colonialists,” 
he 
answered 
unequivocally. 
We 
were to hear the same from 
other old soldiers we met. 
“ In the first resistance,” the 
man we called Dad said, “ we 


did not have tin* equipment ahd 
training we do now. 
“ The 
French 
were 
better 
soldiers than the Am ericans,” 
he said 
“ Their planes would 
swoop low and the pilots would 
drop grenades if they had used 
their bombs. They knew more 
about the country, the French; 
they 
were more entrenched, 
they knew Indochina.” 
Dad talked mostly about the 
war 
in 
South 
Vietnam. 
He 
called 
it 
the 
“ second 
resis­ 
tance,” and talked of how the 
northerners came to help the 
southerners 
when, 
after 
the 
(1954) Geneva Conference, “ the 
puppet Ngo Dinh Diem refused 
to 
give 
the 
people 
general 
elections in South Vietnam .” 
He (and the others) talked 
always 
positively, 
only 
of 
victory, never of their families 
or defeats. They told the story 
of the 
war 
as 
a 
string 
of 
“ American failures.” 
“ You 
see 
the 
war 
is 
an 
Indochina war now, like the one 
against the French,” he said. 
“ Before it was just Vietnam, 
but now the American aggres­ 
sors have invaded Laos and 
Cambodia.” 


I asked who was training the 
Cambodian 
members of 
the 
“ Cambodian Liberation Front,” 
and 
what 
kind 
of 
political 
future the man from Ben Tre 
saw for Cambodia 
Cambodia is Weak 
“ Those training the Cambo­ 
dians are the children of old 
resistance fighters who have 
been trained as cadres in Hanoi 
and Peking,” he said. 
“ The 
Cambodian fighters are im prov­ 
ing. They are beginning to be 
able to attack by themselves.” 


Suzuki 
told

that 
many correspondents had w rit­ 
ten that Cam bodia was the 
weak point for the Allies in 
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Indochina 
and 
that 
Phnom 
Penh could fall easily to the 
more experienced North Vietna 
mese troops 
That night I talked to a guard

“ You were very lucky,” he

Gap Tooth made us laugh 
with his imitation of a Lon Nol 
soldier 
losing 
faith 
in 
his 
Buddha. 
He 
would 
strut, 
pretending to stagger under the 
weight of the .Buddhist charms 
around his neck. Then zap, zap, 
zap, the wounded soldier »ears 
off his Buddha, swears at it, 
throws it on the ground and 
stomps on it. 
There was one guard I called 
the “ Story Teller” who had 
been hit during the battle of

town 
retaken 
by 
South Vietnamese troops early 
in the war His left arm hung 
limply I could see that if it had 
been set properly, it would have 
been okay. 
lie talked 
more a bout his 
home in Hanoi than the other 
soldiers.

tailor, fie said Three brothers 
one a soldier, one a worker and 
one a teacher I wondered if he 
would ever make it home. He 
was sick, skinny, and often 
dizzy with fever I remembered 
what the doctor had said ...

really sick there is nothing we 
cari do.” 
I am no longer in doubt that 
the North Vietnamese moving 
south walk at least most of the 
Ho Chi Minh Trail. Mention of 
the walk makes them cringe.

The sweet, 
lonely sound hung on the night 
air.

Postal service revamp 
will affect management 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
new structure for the U.S. Post­ 
al Service, including replace­ 
ment of the ex isting 15 postal 
regions with 5, and some cut­ 
back of personnel, was an­ 
nounced Wednesday by Post­ 
m a s te r G eneral Winton M 
Blount. 
How many management em ­ 
ploy es will be affected by the 
reorganization is “ impossible to 
tell” at this point, a spokesman 
said. He said nonmanagement 
postal employ es would not be 
affected. There are about 7 50,- 
000 postal employ es. 
Blount’s announcement came 
on the heels of congressional 
reports that as many as 3,500 
white-collar employ es might be 
given retirement or would be 
terminated with six months’ 
severance pay . 
The spokesman acknowledged 
that the Postal Service is work­ 


ing with the U.S. Civil Service 
Commission to establish retire­ 
ment incentives for long-time 
management employ es.

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Private health 
insurance industry 
angered by Ted

N E W Y O RK (A P ) - The pri­ 
vate health insurance industry 
is angered and frustrated by 
what it considers a wild accu­ 
sation from Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy, D-Mass., that a pro­ 
posed national health insurance 
plan would give it a financial 
bonanza. 
“ It is very difficult in group 
health insurance to find a profit 
of even one per cent,” said J. 
Henry Smith, president of Equi­ 
table Life Assurance Society of 
the United States. " If we could 
find that it would look very big 
to us.” 
Smith 
said, 
“ W e’re 
cam­ 
paigning to put our story to the 
public and Congress. We re try­ 
ing to see a better balanced po­ 
sition than has been put forth.”

It is still the A r­ 
nold Palmer era in golf. 
This is so even though Palm er 
has not won a major tourna­ 
ment (that is. Masters, U.S. 
Open, British Open or P G A ) 
since 1964. And by 1969 he had 
suffered the humiliation of hav­ 
ing temporarily lost his putting 
touch and, worse, suffered a 
sore hip that forced him to with­ 
draw from the PG A tournament 
in Dayton amid dour thoughts 
that he might be forced to re­ 
tire. 
Yet as recently as the last 
Masters Palm er, healthy again, 
was the leading money-winner 
on the tour and had won two 
straight tournaments. He is al­ 
ways a threat; and if he is not 
the pre-tournament favorite in 
the calculating minds of the ex- 


perts, he is invariably the fa­ 
vorite in the sentimental hearts 
of the fans. 
"A rn ie’s Arm y,” which bur­ 
geoned in 1960, has remained a 
force on the fairways. Palm er 
outdraws any other contender 3- 
to-1, according to Ray DeBarge, 
long-time gallery official at the 
Augusta National Golf Course. 
“ A good example,” said De- 
Barge. "w as on the first day of 
this year’s Masters. 
Palm er 
was on 15 and Nicklaus was on 
11. You could see the great flow 
of people— several thousand- 
stopping to watch both. Then 
there was a parting and most of 
the gallery drfited toward Ar- 
nie.” 
Technicolor applause greets 
Palm er as he trudges up the hill 
to the green, hitching his pants, 
his sun-bleached hair whipped 
in a cowlick, a gentle, humble 
smile on his face and, win or 
lose, he looks like he’s in the 
thick of the contest. He greets 
the cheers by raising his putter 
modestly; the sun lights it up as 
if

were 
good 
Lancelot’s 
sword. He retains at 41 rugged 
good looks, thick-tanned neck 
and trim body. Looking closely, 
one notes, though, a double chin 
that creates a small pelican 
jaw. 
"Charge,” exclaims the gal­ 
lery upon a birdie. And he is 
surely their one-man cavalry, 
still."People tell me,” said De- 
Barge. "that they would rather 
watch Palm er even when he’s 
losing than any winner win­ 
ning.” 
Hope rem ains high when 
watching Palm er. His dashing, 
come-from-behind finishes, his 
arrant disregard for caution, 
have inspired television audi­ 
ences for a decade, and his ap­ 
peal seems remarkably undi­ 
minished, in golfing circles and 
out. 
"A man who,” said “ The E n ­ 
cyclopedia of Golf,” "almost 
singlehandedly raised golf to its 
present level of popularity” is 
still the king money-maker, if 
not still king shot-maker.

A young reader laments, 
“ Give us some good ground beef 
recipes. We live on the stuff and 
some of the conglomerations 
my wife fixes are just barely 
edible.” You can see why he 
asked to be nameless. 
Certainly we’ve had many 
fine ground beef recipes but 
“ conglomerations” has to be in­ 
terpreted as casseroles or one- 
dish meals. Here is one of my 
all-time favorites, Ground Beef 
in Sour Cream Sauce. 
Cook 1 cup chopped onion in 2 
tablespoons hot fat in a deep 
skillet or dutch oven until ten­ 
der but not brown. Add 1 pound 
good lean ground beef. Brown 
lightly. Place 3 cups medium 
noodles in a layer over the 
meat. Combine 3 cups tomato 
juice, 1 teaspoon salt, 1'2 tea­ 
spoons celery salt, dash of pep­ 
per and pour over the noodles. 
Add 12 cup chopped green pep­ 
per. 
Cover and continue cooking 
until noodles are tender (about 
10 minutes). Stir in 1 cup dairy 
sour cream and 2-3 cup broiled 
sliced mushrooms, drained. The 
last ingredient can be pur­ 
chased in 3-ounce cans, just the 
right amount. 
Heat to boiling point, adjust 
seasonings, serve topped with 
crisp green 
pepper rings. 
Serves 6. If you like it, thank 
Mrs. Rachael (James) Sullivan 
of Champaign, with whom I 
compare notes on cooking quite 
frequently. 
Speaking of casseroles, here 
is one which utilizes celery as 
the principal ingredient and 
produces a filling course to 
serve with beef. We had it at a 
steak fondue party given by 
Mrs. Charles S. Havens of Ur- 
bana. 
Prepared as follows, the cel­ 
ery is delightfully crisp and the 
flavor combinations excellent. 
In a large lightly buttered cas­ 
serole put 5 cups chopped cel­ 
ery. Add «a cup chopped al­ 
monds and pour over 2 cans of 
undiluted cream of celery soup 
Sprinkle with 4 cup grated 
sharp cheddar cheese and top 
with 1 cup fine bread crumbs. 
Cover and place in a 375 oven 
for 25 minutes, then remove 
cover and allow to brown lor 
another 20 minutes Serves 10.
